Chicago, Oot 21.—A fire broke ont al 
midnight in the plant of the Glucose su¬ 
gar refinery, situated at Taylor street 
and the Chicago river, destroying the 
factory and causing the loss of 
rasny lives.

To ovnreome this Prnit Markers Act 
was pasned and Is being administered In 
connection with the department This act 
is Intended to prevent the false marking 
of fruit by representing packages as of 
a higher grade than the fmit coBtalned 
In them would warrant. In addition to 
this It overcomes false packing by which 
packages of inferior fruit was given a 
false appearance by placing a top row 
of gopd quality in tbe box. Under the 
Fivlt Markers Act this is prevented by, 
a provision making it compulsory that 
the name and address be pnt npon every 
package of cloned fruit being shipped. It 
mnst also designate tbe grade. The 
gendes are set forth in the act and are 
three in number. To designate the grade 
t#o markings are permitted, either one 
of which may be selected. These are 
1. 2 and S, or xxx, zx and z. Tbe three

c« the streets of the city with mnnlclpal 
avthority, any advertlsemeut, poster, no- 
tiee, placard or sign to remain upim any 
ct the structures named. It shall be the 
doty of the city engineer to require any j 
gAvaon permitting any such advertise- I 
mnit, pester, notice, placard or sign to 
rauain after the imssiug of this by-law, 
tethwith to remove the same and in de- 
feult of the removal within 24 hours to 
cause the same to be removed and de- 
atroyed. and, where the person offendiDg 
cannot b® discovered or is not a reaidens 
within the city, It shall be the duty of 
Mie city eogiueor, without any notice, to 
awmove’inid'duutroy any such advertise- 
laents. posters, notices, placar^ or signs; 
gtovided always that the foregoing pro¬ 
visions of tbW sulMection shall not ap¬ 
ply to maDlctpal or police notices, nor 
to signs or otlier notifications which in 
tt« ordinary conduct of business the cor¬ 
poration and per.4ons owning such author¬ 
ised tnictnres may require to place there, 
aa for the public benefit." Also, *‘Any 
persop (otiier than a workman employed 
far tha,p.urpo*<») having heretofore affix¬ 
ed any advertisement, poster, notice or 
aign upon any telegraph, telephone, fire 
alarm or electric i>ol« or to any lamp post 
CT Mmllar structu-v shall, on requiwt in 
waiting signed by the city engineer and 
aerved by registered ,inail. remove the 
•sme within three days after the mail- 
iag of such notice and In default shall 
ttt have, committed an offence 
against the pvovlaions of this by-lsw."
